Claims 30-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kowalski ('942). Kowalski ('942) discloses a door module comprising a frame portion 
(34) having guides for moving a window pane (36), a reinforcing element (the portion 
extending between elements (38) in Figure 2 which guides the window pane (36)), an 
assembly carrier (46) carrying a window lifter (44), a door body (the lower portion of the 
door module in Figure 2), at least one fixing node (the bolt-head 28 and bolt 59) wherein 
the at least one fixing node includes means for adjusting the position of the window 
frame (34) relative to the fixing node (59) and the assembly carrier about a longitudinal 
axis of the vehicle door. 



Claims 1-29 are allowable. 
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The applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed 
persuasive. As discussed in detail above, Kowalski ('942) discloses a fixing node (the 
bolt-head and bolt (28 and 59)) being fixed relative to the frame (34) which moves 
relative thereto.
